ohanteil down the vista o f years from the 
tim e when th e niol'nilig stars first sang 
together, until the present-tim e.

T hey 
were engaged 
to 
be m arried in the balmy m onth o f M.ny. 
I t Was about this tim e tho even t occured, 
which shook the foundations o f the Old 
W orld, and caused the ship o f S tate in 
alm ost every country to loosen from its 
m oorings. 
J m ean the French llevqhi 
tion. 
San s Culottism whose repre.»ema- 
tite R obespierre was. drunk with blood,

There is something wonderful in 
figures; and numbers, when cttleu* 
luted, startle us by theii immensity. 
AVe talk of millions and billions 
with little thought of the vastness 
of the sums we name. 
The lips 
may utier the words glibly, hut 
our understanding fails

own national tleht as an illustralion.
